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City Will Lose $100,000 
If Landfill Rebate Goes

The Greenbelt city council recently learned that the 
proposed county budget calls for doing away with a landfill 
disposal rebate that last year was worth $100,000 to the city. 
This means that the council must find a way to change the 
proposed Fiscal Year 1996 budget that council is currently 
reviewing to make up this shortfall. Council will also review, 
in the near future, the total range of options for trash. 
collecting and recycling in the city. 


The council learned the news at 
the review of the Public Works 
Department’s budget at a work 
session on Wednesday, April 5. They 
took plenty of time for a free ranging 
discussion on some of their options. 

Councilmembers said they wanted 
information and a look at all the 
options before they made any 
decisions. Among options mentioned 
were: city running the recycling pro- 
gram, once a week trash pick-up, 
curbside trash pick-up for most or all 
the city, city expansion of trash 
service to more sections of the city to 
bring in more revenues, raising 
refuse rates charged to residents and 
privatize service. 

Hints of future controversies 
arose. Recycling coordinator Tracy 
Vincent stated her belief that if 
asked to go to curbside trash service 
Greenbelt Homes Inc (GHI) resi- 
dents would leave the city trash 
service to go to a private vendor. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
agreed. Mayor Antoinette Bram 
speculated that some GHI residents, 
under curbside service, would be 


Legislature Earmarks 
$400,000 for Center 


Senator Leo Green announced 
this week that the Maryland 
General Assembly has some 
good news for Greenbelt. 


The Assembly approved $400,- 
000 for the renovation of Green- 
belt Center School to become the 
community center. The funds 
will be used for the restoration, 
historic preservation, repairs, 
rehabilitation and reconstruction 
for the community center, espe- 
cially to replace the 1937 wind- 
ows and the roof for the entire 
building. This grant, in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Green, will 
save Greenbelters eight cents on 
their real property tax rate yield. 
More good news was the pas- 
sage of an additional $2.4 mil- 
lion for the libraries in Prince 
Georges County.

County’s Budget Woes Increase 
Tax Bite on Municipal Residents

Municipal officials from Greenbelt and other cities are 
busy trying to determine the damage to city budgets and city 
taxpayers resulting from proposals made by Prince Georges 
County Executive Wayne Curry in presenting his budget for 
Fiscal Year(F Y) 1996. Curry had to slash and change many 
ways in which the county has been operating in order to make 





up an originally projected shortfall of $130 million. 


The executive’s recommendations 
will result in new taxes and special 
assessments levied against property 
owners plus higher tax rates for 
most municipal residents than those 
that should have been put in place 
under a long-standing tax differ- 
ential formula. 

Tax Differential 

Municipal taxpayers pay property 
taxes at a lower tax rate than do 
property owners in unincorporated 
areas. The reason is that the county 
levies property taxes to help pay for 
services provided only in the un- 
incorporated areas or, in some cases, 
services provided in some of the 
county's 28 municipalities but not in 
others. To recognize this inequity in 
the use of county tax funds, a tax 
differential formula was established 
in 1985, The formula determines the 
services that the county does not 
provide in each municipality but 
does provide elsewhere, the amount 
of the cost of the service supported by 
the property tax, and the tax dif- 
ferential rate required to reduce the 
county tax levy within each muni- 
cipality for these services not 
rendered. 

Last year, the county expanded its 
budget and increased the amount of 
property taxes allocated for services 
to unincorporated areas. Based on 
the tax differentia! formula, muni- 
cipalities were to receive larger tax 
differential rates this year to make 
up for this discrepancy in services. If 
the tax differential goes up in a 
municipality, the county tax rate 
goes down. In Greenbelt, the county 
tax rate should have dropped for the 
new budget by eight cents. 


However, the change in tax 
differentials under the established 
formula would have caused the 
county to lose $2.8 million in 
revenues. Therefore the executive 
has proposed to the county council 
that the new tax differential rates 
not be used and that municipal tax 
rates be frozen at last year’s rates. 

Ata meeting on April 7, the board 
of Directors of the Prince Georges 
Municipal Association unanimously 
adopted a motion opposing the freeze 
on the tax differential. It is 
anticipated that the Greenbelt City 
Council will take a similar stand. 

Refuse Fees 

The disposal fees paid by trash 
haulers at the two county landfills 
have been used to pay for a variety of 
county services, including its ex- 
tensive recycling program as well as 
the cost of landfill operations. Last 
year the fees were raised to $72 a ton 
in order to pay for these programs 
and the landfill operations, but also 
to discourage haulers from Mont- 
gomery County from using the 
Prince Georges landfills. Unfor- 
tunately the fee rate discouraged 
more than non-county trash haulers 
from using the county landfills: 
haulers within the county also 
found less costly means for disposing 
of their trash. As a result, revenues 
fell instead of increasing and the 
county was forced to spend more 
money than it earned for the oper- 
ations funded by these fees, creating 
a $5.6 million deficit. 

On March 1, Curry ordered the 
landfill fees dropped to $49 a ton in 
the hopes that more revenue would 


be realized in the long run. But he .

Maybe one reason she’s good at her 
job is that Barbara has had her share 
of troubles. Divorced at 30 after a 
ten-year marriage in which she'd 
been a full-time housewife--"it was a 
very Fifties kind of thing, I didn’t 
feel deprived because I wasn’t 
working,”-she suddenly found her- 
self alone and pregnant, with three 
young children to support.

Fifty Years Ago 
Greenbelt Mourns FDR

April, 1944—Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt, America’s thirty- 
second President, the only Pres- 
ident to serve more than eight 
years in office and, for Greenbelt- 


ers, the founding father of this 


New Deal model community, 
died on April 12. On April 15, 
Greenbelters turned out to fill 
the school auditorium to over- 
flowing to memorialize their be- 
loved President. 

The Friday evening program 
was arranged by Town Manager 
James Gobbel, Band Manager 
Richard Taylor and Legion Com- 
mander Leon Benefiel. Gobbel 
recalled the time when Roosevelt 
personally released the first batch 
of fish to stock the man-made 
Greenbelt Lake in 1938 and the 
several times he had visited 
Greenbelt homes. A prayer was 
given by Community Church 
Pastor Wilmer P. Johnston and 
the Community Band offered 
several selections. The Army 
Wives Club arranged the floral 
decorations. 


Town stores were closed on 
Saturday at 4 p.m., while the 
theater was closed all day. All 
the schools in Greenbelt also 
held memorial services. 

The newspaper noted that the 
tulip poplar was Roosevelt’s fa- 
vorite tree and that he had told 
Landscaping Superintendent 
Angus MacGregor about his 
preference. MacGregor said that 
after that he had consistently 
“stuck in a few more” and 
Greenbelt now had a respectable 
population of these trees. They 
were concentrated around the 
center and in the 60 block of 
Crescent. 

The town paper, the Greenbelt 
Cooperator, editorialized on 
Roosevelt’s death. It noted Roose- 
velt’s extraordinary interest 
in the model community. It 
stated its belief that Roosevelt's 
concern for the common man 
“nowhere found a clearer expres- 
sion than in the Greenbelt com- 
munities.” 

The editorial concluded, “Our 
town is a living memorial] to the 
spirit and the hopes of the great 
leader whose departure we 
mourn. It is our task to keep it 
a worthy memorial.”

GED Courses Are 
Offered this Spring 


Greenbelt CARES will begin 
the spring semester GED pro- 
gram on Tuesday, April 25 and 
will end on June 29. GED I will 
be held from 10:30 a.m.

GED I js for students 
who need review of basic math

Subject of Dems Meeting 


At its regular meeting on Fri- 

day, April 21, the Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club will explore traffic and ped- 
estrian problems on two of the 
major highways which  criss- 
cross Greenbelt. The discussion 
will follow a_ short business 
meeting, which begins at 8 p.m.

A Greenbelt Gardener

It is stil] too early to plant 
summer flowers and vegetables. 
Vulnerable to frost, you would 
have to cover them when night 
temperatures drop into the mid- 
30s or risk having them killed. 
Also, heat loving plants like im- 
patiens, marigolds, tomatoes, and 
peppers don’t like nights in the 
40s and will shiver rather than 
grow. 

The average last frost date for 
our area is in late April. Wait 
till then to buy and plant heat 
loving plants and save yourself 
effort. 


Spring Vegetable Garden 

The summer time favorites of 
tomatoes, peppers, and squash 
won't be planted till May, but 
200] weather vegetables can be 
started anytime now, whenever 
the soil is workable. Cabbage, 
broccoli, leafy green vegetables, 
lettuce, spinach, peas, and radish- 
es are just some of the vegetables 
that thrive in cool weather, 

Plants and seeds are on sale 
now at local garden stores. Some 
cool weather vegetables can be 
started from seed: spinach, rad- 
ish, peas, lettuce, and leafy 
greens. For others, such as cab- 
bage and broccoli, buy little 
plants and plant them anytime 
now. Remember to keep the seeds 
and little plants moist - do not 
let them dry out. 

Now that the temperature is 
right for these plants, the deter- 
mining factor for when to plant 
is when the soil is dry enough 
to work. An old-fashioned test 
is to pick a handful of soil up, 
squeeze it a bit, drop it, and if 
it breaks apart, it is ready for 
planting.

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Tax Time Warning 


Maryland State Comptroller Louis 
L. Goldstein said taxpayers seeking 
professional help with income tax 
returns should use care in choosing a 
tax preparer. Taxpayers remain 
responsible for their tax returns 
regardless of who prepares the form. 

“About half of Maryland taxpayers 
prepare their own income tax 
returns, but those who use 
professional tax preparers should 
look for individuals with ties to the 
community who will be available to 
help them after April 17,” Goldstein 
said. 

Among the warning signals 
consumers should watch out for are: 
Tax preparers who guarantee a 
refund without seeing the taxpayers 
records; tax preparers who ask that 
the refund be sent directly to them 
instead of the taxpayer;

still is short of money to pay current 
bills, including revenue bonds out- 
standing. It is not anticipated that 
revenues from the fees will be 
sufficient to pay for all expenses. 
Recycling is a particular problem, 
because the more successful it is, the 
less trash is generated for the 
landfills and the smaller the amount 
of fees to be earned by the landfill 
itself. 

To bring in more money, the 
county executive proposes to assess 
home owners new fees to pay for the 
recycling program ($55.60 per house- 
hold per year) and for the capital 
costs and debt service of the county 
landfills ($50 to $70 per unit). These 
new fees, totaling over $100 a year, 
will be added to the county tax bills 
for all homes. 

A third fee for bulky trash service 
will not be charged to Greenbelt resi-

dents. because the county has not 
been and will not be providing the 
service within the city. Even so, 
Greenbelt will be impacted because 
in the past the city has received a 
rebate from the county from landfill 
fees since the city was providing this 
service for its own residents. Now 
the county will eliminate the rebate. 

The city staff had not anticipated 
this reduction in revenues when its 
budget was prepared, and the loss of 
this revenue to the city’s refuse oper- 
ation will be about $100,000. Thus, 
before adopting its budget, the 
Greenbelt City Council must figure 
out a way to offset this loss of revenue 
in its refuse collection operations. 

Telephone Tax 

City residents could have suffered 
another hit on their pocketbooks if 
the state legislature had given the 
county the authority to levy a tax on 
telephone bills. This tax as propsed 
would have amounted to 12% of tele- 
phone bill charges essentially over 
and above the base service cost. Thus 
long distance users would have seen 
their bills go up for the toll calls by 
12%. 

However, the state legislators, in 
the session which ended on Monday, 
April 10, turned down the count’s 
attempt to impose this new tax. 


City Notes

- she wears a bright red business suit 


with a handsome silver pin on the 
lapel. The early-morning walks she 
takes with a co-worker help keep her 
fit and trim. The blue eyes behind 
her glasses laugh easily and often, 
and her face reveals the feelings 
shifting rapidly between humor, 
thoughtfulness, and once or twice the 
verge of tears. 
Greenbelt was Supportive 

She lives two blocks from the city 
office. “I used to go home for lunch 
every day, and spend a half hour 
yelling at the kids. But I never 
worried abot their safety. It’s 
tougher now, it’s a different world. I 
never locked the doors. Greenbelt 
was a supportive community for a 
single parent. Neighbors looked out 
for your kids and asked if you needed 
a ride. People who move say they 
miss the closeness here. I don’t know 
why Greenbelt seems to be so 
different. I live near a playground, 
and I see grown people bringing 
their kids back here to swing on the 
same swings.” 

Jim Giese (Greenbelt’s former city 
manager) was a wonderful mentor, 
and encouraged me. We worked 
together for 21 years. He’s a 
tremendous person, and took a 
personal interest in all his 
employees. My kids used to stop in 
after school, and I never felt he 
disapproved, even though he didn’t 
have kids of his own. He was 
incredibly understanding.” 

She has been fortunate in al] her 
mentors: her college advisor; Giese: 
Dan Hobbs, the present city 
manager; and in her teens a 
librarian she describes as “one of the 
greatest people in Cumberland, 
Maryland, a single woman who 
mothered everyone. And I used to

read everything I could get my 
hands on.” 

Barbara grew up in Garrett 

County and spent "18 years plotting 
how to get out of there.” She came 
from a large Catholic family that 
included many priests and nuns, and 
was educated in Catholic schools 
from which she was expelled three 
times for being "a little mouthy to 
the nuns. They’re like the police-- 
they carry all the weapons. You 
should be polite to them.” She gives 
her characteristic laugh. Yet 
despite her educational ups and 
downs, she later sent her children to 
Catholic schools. It was a religious 
decision, she says, and she felt the 
discipline was good. 
Her father, a schoolteacher who 
became an insurance salesman, was 
“very straight, and considered stern. 
But I was the baby of the family, the 
youngest of six, and I could wrap him 
around my finger. My mother was a 
wild woman, a flapper who was the 
first woman in Garrett 
County to bob her hair. She was 
daring, she used to ride bareback-- 
she'd left home at 15 to work. She 
was part English and part American 
Indian. My kids say, "How could a 
swinger like grandma havea straight 
kid like you?” 

As the youngest of her grand- 
parents’ 68 grandchildren, she felt 
sure she was their favorite, but later 
learned that every child felt that 
way. "There has to be a special art,” 
she says, “to being able to love that 
many kids.” 

After her father died, her mother 
moved to Greenbelt. During the last 
ten years of her life, mother and 
daughter grew closer. When her 
mother died in 1985, Barbara’s co- 
workers planted a Japanese maple 
outside the municipal building, in 
her memory. We takea walk outside 
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to inspect it, and we admire the buds 
that have just begun to swell. She lays 
her hand on a branch, lightly, like a 
caress. 

Thinks for Herself 

There’s a streak of the rebel in 
Barbara. She thinks for herself and 
likes to speak her mind, although the 
years have taught her a certain 
discretion. When the subject of 
religion comes up, she chooses her 
words with care. A deeply religious 
woman, she is a member of the 
Catholic Community of Greenbelt, a 
group that broke off from St Hugh’s 
in 1985 to found an independent 
congregation, despite what she 
describes as a "strained relation- 
ship” with the bishop. 

“This isn’t something you do 
without thinking a lot,” she says. 
“But it’s been one of my most 
fulfilling experiences. Everyone 
does everything, except say mass”--a 
function performed by visiting 
Jesuits and members of other 
religious orders. When it comes to 
charities and social work, there is no 
bureacracy: “you just give.” 

Greenbelt is integral in Barbara's 
life. “It’s a wonderful place for krds 
and old people,” she says. “And the 
level of volunteerism is incredible, 
the number of hours people give to 
the community. Right now some 
young people are trying to start a 
coffee house. That's a very Greenbelt 
thing to do.” 

“Of course people are busier now 
-there used to be a network of house- 
wives, if you needed a ride to the 
doctor you could get it. In my day, 
women didn’t work unless they had 
to. Yet I don’t regret having 
worked. I’ve had a much fuller life. 
Nowadays more things have to be 
done on a commercial basis, and 
Greenbelt does a lot to fill the gap. 
Greenbelters demand a high level of 
service, and they get it.” 

Her work with the Greenbelt 
Museum--she serves on the board of 
directors--has been a major focus of her 
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own volunteerism, and she feels the 
museum has been “more successful 
than we dared to hope.” She would 
like to see it become a department of 
the city some day, when economic 
pressures ease. 

The city, she feels, is in good shape 
economically, due largely to years of 
careful budgeting by Jim Giese. 
"We've never lived beyond our 
means. We've never padded our 
payrolls, we hire people who are 
needed. The community center is the 
big ‘if’ in cost. It’s a marvelous idea, 
but the decision was made in the late 
Eighties, when we didn’t know this 
recession was coming.” But Green- 
belt, she feels, will work things out. 

"T just turned 60,” she says, “And 
this is the best time of my life. I have

reared and doing well, and I have the 
world’s greatest grandchildren. I've 
gotten through my whole life with 
humor. If you can’t fix it, laugh at 
it.”

| Wallace 
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CFG Meeting Discusses 
Open Space, Environment 


by Beth Alegret 
"The environment is under siege,” said city council 


member! Rodney Roberts as one of three panelists invited to 
the Citizens for Greenbelt (CFG) Annual Meeting held on 
Tuesday, March 21. Roberts was joined by Jean Snyder, 
Founder of the Friends of Greenbelt National Park, and 
Roberta McCarthy, Chair of the Greenbelt Advisory Planning 


Board, to discuss Greenbelt’s declining open space areas and 
the effects of over development on the environment. 


BARC 

Members of CFG expressed strong 
concerns about the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s proposed develop- 
ment of the Beltsville Agriculture 
Research Center and Consequently 
the widening of Edmonston Road. 
According to Roberts "we stand to 
lose 300 acres” of farmland to 
development by the USDA and now, 
possibly, the Food and Drug Admini- 
stration. McCarthy felt that citizens 
must convince government agencies 
that BARC and other open space 
areas are an important resource to 
not only Greenbelt citizens, but to 
citizens of all of Prince George’s 
County and DC. CFG feels that the 
increased traffic along Edmonston, 
which would accommodate approxi- 
mately 1500 USDA employees, will 
be harmful to Greenbelt. 

Roberts agrees. “It’s a quality of 
life issue,” Roberts said, concerned 
that with increasing development 
Greenbelt will suffer from increased 
crime levels. He noted a recent study 
that showed "that areas lacking in 
open space and recreational 
facilities had a higher crime rate 
than did areas with adequate open 
space and recreational facilities. 
Roberts is also concerned that 
additional development and increased 
population levels will place more

burdens on the school system. 

CFG has suggested that a "March 
for BARC” be held to preserve the 
300 acres of farmland. One CFG 
member suggested that the USDA 
build at a site close to Metro in order 
to facilitate commuter access and to 
preserve the farm and nullify the 
need to widen Edmonston. 

Parkcrest 

Also discussed at the CFG meeting 
was parkcrest, the 7.76 acre planned 
parcel of land off of Goodluck Rd. 
planned to house 31 homes adjacent 
to Greenbelt Park, Snyder has 
worked for the past year trying to 
save the parcel of fand from 
development. She and supporters 
have formed picket lines at the site as 
bulldozers were cutting trees and 
the first home was eventually built. 

Ralph Drees, a Kentucky devel- 
oper who owns the land, has offered 
to sell it to Snyder and preserva- 
tionists for $ 1.8 million, but told her 
that they would also have to buy out 
several imdividuals who have 
already purchased homes for 
approximately $200,000 a piece. But 

Snyder said that on March 26 the 
Vice President of the developer, 
Ryan, Jim Spangler, told her that 
Ryan wanted to discountinue its 

involvement with Parkcrest and that 
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_ if they could get $300,000 in ten 
days it would satisfy the deal. Snyder 
said that Ryan is spending $3-4,000 
per month to keep the sales office 
open. 

Snyder said that she contacted 
County Executive Wayne Curry who 
told her that he would contact Drees 
to negotiate a better price, but 
Snyder has not heard back from 
Curry. 

‘Snyder sent a letter on March 21 to 
Anne T. MacKinnon, Chairman of 
the County Council of Prince 
Georges County as a "last minute 
push” to save the land. Snyder’s 
letter requested the County use a 
portion of the approximately $4.6 
million set aside in various land 
acquisition accounts, “Program 
Open Space,” to purchase Parkcrest. 
MacKinnon has not yet responded to 
Snyder’s Letter. 

Snyder invited CFG to encourage 
citizens to call MacKinnon to demon- 
strate support of the purchase. 

Recently, Snyder has made 
invitations for corporations to 
purchase the land. She said that a

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IRS Warns Against Fake Agents 


Beware of people impersonat- 
ing Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) employees who try to col- 
lect money for what they claim 
are unpaid taxes, IRS Internal 
Security cautions. “Be especially 
wary of anyone who insists on 
cash,” warns IRS Regional In- 
spector Walter D. Duvall. “Fed- 
eral tax should be paid by check 
or money order, with ‘Internal 
Revenue Service’ spelled out to 
protect against check altering. 
Taxpayers should also report 
any business that falsely claims 
to be affiliated with the IRS; 
federal law now prohibits the 
misuse of Treasury names and 
symbols.” 

IRS Inspectors in the Mid- 
Atlantic Region investigated 23 
complaints last year from tax- 
payers who had been contacted 
or victimized by impersonators 
of IRS employees. Nationwide, 
IRS impersonators have prolif- 
erated, from 140 cases in 1990 
to 218 reported cases in 1994. 
Schemes surface year-round, with 
older persons, minorities and 
small businesses most frequent- 
ly targeted by con artists. Many 
incidents go unreported, since 
victims either never learn that 
the IRS “agent” was an impost- 
or, or are reluctant to admit 
that they were duped. 

Criminals also pose as IRS 
employees to obtain social secur- 
ity, credit card and bank ac- 
count numbers, or other personal 
or financial information. With 
such vital information, criminals 
have opened credit card and 
checking accounts in their vic- 
tims’ names and looted their 
bank accounts. 

The impersonation of a feder- 
al official is a serious crime. 
Those convicted face a possible 
three years imprisonment and 
fine. IRS Regional Inspector Du- 
vall offers people these tips to 
protect themselves from this 
fraud:

Rep. Hoyer Helps Turn 
Back Civil Service Bill 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
(MD-5) helped stop an attempt 
in the House of Representatives 
to increase taxes on federal em- 
ployees. 

The House Government Re- 
form and Oversight Committee 
on March 15 was debating legis- 
lation which would increase the 
annual payments by 2.5% over 
three years for both the Civil 
Service Retirement System (CS- 
RS) and the Federal Employee 
Retirement System (FERS). The 
proposal would have also in- 
creased the computation of an 
annuity requiring the highest-5 
paid years versus the current 
highest 3-paid years. 

Though Hoyer is not a mem- 
ber of the Committee, he wrote 
every member of the Committee 
opposing the legislation, attend- 
ed the Committee mark-up and 
talked with members during the 
debate. “This legislation not only 
violates the good faith contract 
we made with federal employees 
when they were hired but the 
proposals, if adopted, would have 
amounted to a tax increase of 
almost 10% on the back of a 
mdidle-class worker,” Hoyer 
said.
